I believe that the descriptions in the Far East annex need 
sharpening and perhaps greater accuracy. They also need the sup- 
port of a better data base. 


Wis With respect to the last point, the Council on Foreign 
Relations is publishing an excellent study on China by Dernberger 
and Whiting of Michigan which concerns China in the 1980s. It is 
now being published and I suggest it become an essential part of 
the bibliography and reading for the authors of the annex. 


Ze Page 8: The Chinese have prototype satellites now. 
The 1990s date in your annex appears unduly pessimistic, and not 
quite accurate. 


5% Page 6: The key problem for China in the 80s is going 
to be agricultural productivity versus population. This annex 
talks to the subject but doesn't face it head on. Capital invest- 
ment, foreign trade, stability and unity in China are all linked 
to this problem. It should be emphasized more. 


4, Page 6: The mid 1990s for Strategic deployment against 
the US should probably be adjusted. It will probably happen 
sooner. It's not a question of "equivalent capability" but a 
capability. 


— Page 1 on Southeast Asia: One wonders if the PRC "will 
be the most prominent military factor in the region". They are 
not moving too quickly in that direction right now. Also the 
emphasis on the outcome of the Taiwan issue is perhaps overdone in 
terms of US influence and power in Asia. There will be other more 
important factors which could effget Taiwan.
